Big Equipment Order. 
The management of the Harriman 


system of railroads has given orders 
for rails, equipment and power which 
will cost approximately $4,750,000. 


The largest item of expense is for 


60,000 tons of stool 
rails, 
weighing 


eighty pounds to tho yard, which have 
been contracted for at $2S a ton, or 
a total of $1,(580,000. 
The orders were 


placed with the Illinois Steel company, 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron company 
and the Carnegie Stool company. Of 
this ordor 10,000 tons are for use on 
the Union Pacific, 10,000 tons on the 
Oregon Short Lino.' 20,000 tons on the 
Houston and Texas Central and 20,- 
000 tons for tho Southern Pacific lines. 
An effort was made by the manage- 


ment to obtain a reduction of 
the 
price, hut the stoel companies held firm 
for ?2S a ton despite the fact that 
they are delivering rails in 
foreign 
countries as low as $24 por ton. 
All 


the new rails are required for renewal 
work and no new construction is con- 
templated. 


Owing to the rapidly increasing out- 
put of the California oil fields at Coal- 
ings, Bakorsfiold and McKittrick, or- 
ders have beon given for 250 tank cars, 
each of 12.500 gallon "capacity, or fifty 
tons. The cars will cost approximately 
$300,000. Most of the oil is consumed 
domestically, although there is consid- 
erable exporting to tho Sandiwch Isl- 
ands. 


Another order for equipment calls 


for 1,000 box ears, each of fifty tons 
capacity, to cost 
approximately $1,- 


000.000, and for 1,000 flat cars, each 
of fifty tons capacity, to cost about 
$500,000. 


Tho power order calls for sixty-five 


locomotives, ten of whi( h are to be 
passenger engines, of tho Pacific type, 
thirty freight of the consolidation type. 


Pittsburg-St. Louis Rates. 
At a meeting of tho chief passen- 


ger officials of the Baltimore 
and 


Ohio, the Pittsburg and Lake Erie and 
the Pennsylvania railroads to consider 
differential rates to the St. Louis ex- 
position from Pittsburg, it was decid- 
ed that the Baltimore and Ohio and the 
Pittsburg and Lake Erie will meet the 
Wabash rate, all three taking advant- 
age of the differential of $1.50 on the 
one-way regular ticket.

sylvania will go into the coach ex- 
cursion business over the Panhandle 
rente. 
The Wabash passenger traffic 
opens on Saturday, July 2.

An examination of the figures will 
show that the passing of interest on 
tho debenture A bonds was fully jus- 
tified hy the results of the year's oper- 
ations. Wabash earnings for May show 
n decrease in gross of 2 por cent and 
an inciease in net of 5£ per cent. For 
the eleven months, gross increased 8 
per cent und not decreased S per cent. 
In June not earnings w i l l 
probably 


show a substantial increase, but not 
enough to overcome the decrease of 
$420,118 up to June 1.
